* Creeds and Creedtsm. 

Bro. Bauman asks the ques- 
tion whether the Brethren need 
a creed, aud undertakes to an- 
swer it. 

It ought not to be forgotten 
that at the consolidation at Day- 
ton, Ohio, in J 888, the New Testa- 
ment was accepted and sung over 
as the book of the consolidated 
churches. The first man who 
oSera anything else or his private 
interpretations of that book, is 
repudiating that accepted hand- 
book of the consolidated society 
or frafcernil y. 

Two or a dozen or a hundred 
brethren may unite themselves 
into a society and adapt a defiued 
code of principles for their 
mutual guidance and benefit in a 
special effort in evangelizing the 
world. There is a missionary 
society in Ohio. There would 
be no wrong in that society 
adopting a creed, or a defiued 
code of principles, setting forth 
in full the line of work it propos- 
es to follow and the principles of 
doctrine its evangelists shall 
teach. Each man may frame a 
creed for himself and his guid 
aii'-u in his ministry and no one 
has any right to censure him so 
long as he claims to bold to that 
general class of people known 
as Brethren, and maintains the 
established practices of that class 
of ecclesiastical societies. 

At Dayton, several societies 
of Brethren entered into a union 
or consolidation for ecclesiastic- 
al purposes, agreeing upon the 
New Testament as the hand- 
book or constitution and by-laws 
that should govern it. No pro- 
vision was made for amendments, 
alterations, erasures or additions, 
aud this U a negative declara- 
tiou that the handbook of the 
consolidated society is unaltera- 
ble. No judges were appointed 
to define the articles of the hand- 
book or constitution of govern- 
ment, and therefore each church 
society holding ecclesiastical re- 
lation to this consolidation is 
left to define the articles as its 
need may demand, and under 
this consolidation there is noth- 
ing to prohibit each cborch from 
adopting a creed, discipline, con- 
fession of faith, or rules aad 
regulations, as it may see proper 
for its own internal management. 
But when it undertakes to press 
upon other churches its own 
creed, rules and regulations in 
any other manner than by fra- 
ternal admonition or advice, it 
ignores the constitution of the 
churches consolidated at Dayton 
and violates the express terms of 
agreement. 

Right here a thousand eye- 
lids will be lilted in horror at 
these statements, and the old 
thread-bear argument for unity 
will be insinuated — must all be 
of one mind and speak the same 
things, and the usual plea that 
this will let in pouring, sprink- 
ling, eingle immersion, bread 
and wine passed arouud upon a 
plate for the Lord's table and 
Lord's Supper, etc., etc., etc. 
Pause a little ! 

What does the name Brethren 
indicate? Have you ever con- 


sidered what it means in our 
literature 1 It means a olaas of 
ecclesiastical societies which re- 
ceive trine immersion as bap- 
tism, haveja repast and the sym- 
bols as the Lord's Supper, and 
wash one another's teet as a sac- 
rament or gospel ordinance. 
Any class of people who prac- 
tice these observances belong to 
the general style of worshipers 
known and designated as Breth- 
ren. These are— 
The Brethren. 

The German Baptist Brethren. 
The Old German Baptist 
Brethren. 
The River Brethren. 
The Christian Brethren. 
The First Day Brethren. 
The Seventh Day Brethren. 
The Progressive Brethren. 
The Congregational Brethren, 
The Wolt Brethren. 
And the Lord only knows 
how many more. 

These all belong to the general 
family of worshipers known as 
Brethren. 

At Dayton several of these 
families consolidated and re- 
turned to the original name of 
The Brethren, aud adopted the 
original creed, formula, manual, 
handbook, or whatever you may 
be pleased to call it, namely the 
New Testament. 

Any society, person or or- 
ganization that sets aside bap- 
tism by three dips, the Snpper 
and communion, and washing 
Teet, no longer belongs to the 
general family of Brethren, and 
any church or number of 
churches which overstep the 
principle of holding the New 
Testament as the manual of 
church ^government, added to 
the practices alluded to above, 
in its fraternal conduct toward 
other churches, no longer re- 
mains a consistent tiart of the 
consolidation formed at Dayton, 
Ohio, Bro. Bauman writes 
most truly about the practices of 
the Brethren, and this we add 
as a hearty iudorsement of what 
he says. 


A writer bats :— Historic*! research 
naturally follows the Johnstown ca- 
lamity, and shows that while It will 
rank as one of the most terrible dis- 
asters la history, there are others of the 
name general character that exceed it 
In the number of lives destroyed by 
upward ot one hundred calamities of 
this kind recorded within the Chris- 
tian era. Invasions by these have 
been the cause of the greatest losses of 
life. By one at Cheshire, England, the 
first recorded, A. D. 868, 8,000 people 
perished. April 17 . 1421 , the sea broke 
through the dikes at Dort, Holland, 
and submerged seventy-two towns aud 
off lee aud drowned 100,000 people. A 
similar disaster occurred again In Hol- 
land In lfi30, when the number of the 
drowned la said to have .reached 400,- 
000. In 1463 tbe Severn, in Great 
Britain, overflowed during ten days, 
and carried away men, women and 
children In their beds aud covered the 
tops of many bills. The waters settled 
upon the lands and were known for a 
century thereafter as tbe Great Waters. 
In 1017, Catalonia, in Spain, was visit- 
ed by so Inundation, and 60,000 people 
were drowned.

flee from Idolatry. Who Is it that can 
or would condemn a sou or daughter of 
tbe Almighty, seated at tbe table and 
to partake of the consecrated offering, 
except they would eat and drink on- 
worthy ? Brother, I am pleased that 
you are adopting tbe gospel term, 
communion Instead of love feast. 

We ought to be careful not to give 
any occasion to.the erring, not using 
tbe terms, 'The Lord's Supper and tbe 
communion,' but tbs Lord's Supper, 
the communion. Those that have set 
aside a part of this ordinance main- 
tain that the Lord eat two Suppers 
with bis disciples that night. First, 
the paschal supper ; second, the Lord's 
Supper. Let us not divide that or- 
dinance and make two out of one. 
Tbe bread and cup that he gave to tbe 
disciples was intended to explain the 
design of this feast : this do la remem- 
berance of me. For I say unto you I 
will no more eat thereof until It be 
fulfilled in the kingdom of Qod. 

Now dear brethren, thut may be the 
last corresponding that will be placed 
on record from me, and if there Is any- 
thing that is contrary to the doctrine 
of Christ do not receive It. If the 
Lord observed two ordinances, pertain, 
lug to the Supper, It is proper to main- 
tain that there were two Suppers ; and 
it they eat two Suppers, they had to 
tarry after tbey had eaten 
tbe first and this would contradict 
three of the inspired writers that say, 
as they were eating he took oread and 
gave to them aud Baid, take, eat.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The Congregational and Presbyter- 
Ian churches of Japan have been en- 
gaged in su effort to unite for some 
time. A conference, receutly held, 
was expected to complete the union, 
but when it assembled, new differences 
arose and nothing was accomplished. 
One more effort is to be made. It is 
extremely hard to unite two ecclesias- 
tical elements into one unless every 
vestige .of catechism, discipline or 
creed is totally Ignored. 


We notice In the fMtjjioita JVlweope, 
Uie loyal organ of the United Brethren 
Church, that church locking is now be- 
ing practiced in some places as a con- 
sequence of tbe late division in that 
church. It seems that people are alike 
when church difficulties are encounter- 
ed. 

Individuals from tbe nations of the 
world are out Haunting their banner 
ofeulogy in honor to the name of the 
Catholic Priest, Father Dam fen, who 
sacrificed all the comforts and luxury 
of life to benefit a few thousand lepers. 
Right here under the shadow of tbe 
armB of hundreds of Christians are 
thousands who are dying with the 
leprosy of intoxication, and these 
Christians will support the liquor traf- 
fic and the long line of sins it entalts | 
for fear they will be unpopular, or in- 
jure their business somewhat. They 
will not do even this much, In union 
with others to deal a death -stroke to 
tbe terrible disease, whose victims are 
legions, compared with the few lepers 
made happy by Father Damlen's mis- 
sion.

No Bin of - an v characte r 
is laid at his door, unless tbe simple 
fact of being rich and living pleasantly 
is sin, Then Abraham calls the Rich 
Man bis son; while Lazarus is not so 
addressed or spoken of. A parable is 
no more than taking a real or imagi- 
nary thing to teach a lesson by. Tbe 
Jews have been woefully tormented 
ever since the time of Christ, aud the 
great gulf of God's decree Is still not 
taken away.
